THE PIGS AND THE WEATHER. 
The Habit of Gathering Sticks and Grass 
A Meaningless Couplet. 


Of pigs, [have heard it said, very fre- 
quently: 

“When swine carry sticks, the clouds 
will play tricks—” but that—“ When they 
lie in the mud, no fears of a flood.” 

The first of these couplets is of twofold 


interest. [I have watched them for 
years, to see what purport this carrying 
of sticksand bunches of grass might 
have, and have only learned that it has 
nothing whatever to do with the 
weather, or at least with coming rain- 


storms, 
a convenience as to throw light upon 
this habit, asit did upon the uneasy 
cows. Pigs carry sticks as frequently 
then as during wet weather, or just pre- 
ceding a shower. Furthermore, these 
gathered twigs are not brought together 
as though to make a nest, but are scat- 
tered about in a perfectly aimless man- 
ner. For some cause, the animal is un- 
easy, and takes this curious method of 
relieving itself. The probabilities are 
that it is a survival of some habit com- 
mon to swine in their feral condition, 
just as we see a dog turn about half a 
dozen times before lying down. 

In an interesting paper on local 
weather-lore, read by Mr. Amos W. But- 
ler before the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, during the 
Philadelphia meeting of 1884, the author 
has another version of this saying: 
“When hogs gather up sticks and carry 
them about, expect cold weather.” This 
is wholly at variance with what I have 
observed, for my memoranda record this 


habit almost wholly during the hot 
weather, and this must necessarily be 
the rule with New Jersey swine, or the 


local weather-prophets would not have 
coined the verse as I have given it. 

As to the other couplet, it is about as 
near meaningless as any saying can well 
be. Some rustic rhymer, a century ago, 
may have added it as a piece of fun, but 
it has stuck most persistently. As it 
stands now, it has stood for quite 100 
years.—Dr, C, C. Abbott in Popular 
Science Monthly.

The EFlectro-Magnetic Locomotive in 1851 

Professor Page made a trial trip with 
his eleetric-magnetic locomotive on 
Tuesday, April 29, 1851, 
Washington. The progress of the loco 
motive was at first so slow that a boy 
was enabled to keep pace with it ; 
several hundred feet. But the speed was 


soon increased, and Blandensburg, a dis 
tance of, I believe, about five miles and

{ta Climate Not Agreeable, Ite Healthful 

ness a Humbug, tte Comforts Few. 
Sunny France is not often sunny, Rain 
‘alls there, on the average, one-third of 
ill the days in the year. And the na 
tives are particularly sensitive to 
weather, A shower or a flurry 
willempty the boulevards. A cloudy 
sky or a raw wind will metamorphose the 
city, turning it from radiance and gayety 
to gloom and dullness. Its vaunted fas 
cination depends on the barometer and 
thermometer, Its climate will not com 
pare with that of New York. 

It is very healthful, too, we are perpet 
ually told, But itis not, nor is 
any reason why it should be. Any num 
ber of diseases prevail there, particularly 
consuinption, rheumatism, neuralpia 
fevers, every kind of affection of the 
liver kidneys, and bladder, all ascribable 
to local causes, Consumption 
thousands annually, and the sufferers 
from rheumatism and neuralgia may not 
be enumerated, These, partially due to 
climate, are also engendered by the pov 
erty or parsimony of the people. They 
are willing to spend for show but not 
for comfort, 

Fires indoors are not 
they who might afford them go without, 
and they pay the penalty in disordered 
lungs, muscles, and nerves. Fevers, 
| especially typhoid, come from bad air, 
| lack of ventilation, want of drainage. 
| Many of the best streets reek with odors; 
most of the apartments ache for oxygen. 
The Parisian is a natural enemy of fresh 
tir and cold water; he fears the one and 
avoids the other, 
solemnity, an ordeal he seldom braves. 

The city has magnificent but 
they seem to be kept for exhibition; they 
are of small benefit to the close, 
dwellings, where typhus lurks to seize its 
predestined victims.

rabbits and hares, which had before been 
seldom preserved forany use. The 
energetic and successful purveyors in 
this industry the Auvergnats, who | 
still remain the chief agents in the col 
lection. In 1847 the couperies de poits 
worked up 2,500,000 of skins; the estab 
lishiments in the provinces consumed 
about an equal quantity, 

\t first the manufacturer collected and | 
stored rabbit skins, and transformed 
them into hats with very rude machin- 
ery. Itisonly recently, by the distri 
bution of labor, always advantageous, 
that the preparation of the stuff has 
been separated from the manufacture of 
hats, and the collection of the skins is 
organized as a distinct industry.

Comparatively few people are aware 
of the extent to which the drinking of 
warm biood as it flows fresh from the 
dying animal is carried as a cure for pul- 

monary and other diseases. 
The increasing number of those who 
have recourse te this remedy induced 


your correspondent to pay a visit to an 


abattoir in one of our great cities, at 
present a favorite resort of invalids of 
various sorts. 

Tt was 10 o'clock in the morning when 
T arrived, and the men of beeves were 
preparing to slaughter twenty head of 
cattle for an outgoing European steamer. 

A gentleman of about fifty years, 
whose once spare figure bore incipient 
traces of fleshiness, alighted, and with 
an elastic step entered the room. 

“Do you find the blood distasteful to 
you?” I asked, after a formal introduc- 
tion. 

“Not now; but at first it was disagree- 
able tome. Then I was not able to get 
out of my carriage, and the blood was 
brought tome. Ina short time T could 
waddle in here rather feebly, and now 
after four months I feel pretty strong. I 
shall not need to come more than two 
months longer.” 

“How does it taste to you ?” I asked. 

“Like salted milk, and some put salt in 
the blood, but I do not feel that it makes 
it more palatable.” 

A second carriage appeared on the 
scene, in which was reclining an ele- 
gantly dressed but very feeble young 
lady, to whom one of the young men ap- 


proaching the carriage handed a small | 


glass with a tube attached, from which 
she attempted to imbibe some of the 
blood.

“Lam afraid I can never do it,” she re- 
marked with a sigh, “but I must keep 
trying, as it is my only hope.”

and not yet of age, here entered, He | 


was a nervous weakling of dwarfish 
stature, whose growth had been stunted 
by chronic disease. 

“Do you expect that the blood will 
help you?” I asked, 

“Oh, yes. Last summer a friend, 
whose case was just like mine, grew 
robust and strong and became consider 
ably taller after drinking blood for eight 
months. I am sure it will do me as 
much good as itdid him, It is only a 
month since | began drinking the blood, 
and Iam much better already. I never 
found the taste disagreeable.” 

A low cry just then announced the ar- 


rival of a stylish carriage from which a | 
careworn lady descended, bearing in her | 


arms a little girl of three years. The 
glass tube mode of taking the blood was 
resorted to and the child received the 


liquid with a curiously passive and in- |

“My child did not have vitality enough 
to keep her alive,” explained the mother, 
in response to my inquiring look.

The Chicago Women’s Club. 


Chicago is above all others the city 
women's elubs,—Emerson, Mar- 
tinéau, Cro vning Clubs; elubs for the 
study of Freneh, German, and English 
literature; clubs large and clubs small ; 
clubs weekly and monthly and fort- 
nightly. One of the oldest, largest. 
and influential of these clubs is 
he Chieago Woman's Club, which has 
just entered on its tenth year with a 
membership of one hundred and ninety- 
six, and an average attendance 
about a huodred. Some features of 
this club seem worthy of special notice. 

The Chicago Women’s Club dis- 
tributes its work among six committees,

to some one of which each member 
must belong. ‘These committees bear 
the names respectively of ‘Home,’ 


Reform,” ‘Philanthropy,’ ‘*Eduea- 
tion,” “Art and Literature,” and 

‘Philosophy and Science” committees. 
‘The club is fortnightly in its meetings, 
and each meeting is under the charge 
one of six committees, which 
leets the theme for the essay, appoints 
the essayist, and has charge of the 
discussion which follows. Some of the

subjects written upon and discussed 
during the past year have been as 
follows: 

By the Hlome Committee: ‘The 


Effeet upon the Home of the Enfran- 
chisement of Women,” and ‘Are 
Women 
Public Semtiment ?” 

By the Committee on Education ; 
‘Phe Ethical! Culture Movement,” and 
“The Valie of Superstition as a 
Therapeutic Agent.” 

By the Ruform Committee: ‘Some 
Kteform Ideas in Conneetion with the 
ligher Education of Women.” 

By the Committee on Philanthropy : 
‘Women sid Money,” 
the Street,” and ‘How can we Free 
Society from the Criminal Classes ?” 
Nor do the different committees feel 
it their work is done when they have 
sented to the club wise theories 
d descussed them ably. Just here is 
the characteristic feature. The Com- 
mittee on FE lucation puts its theories to 
ictical test by undertaking to have 
truancy laws, which had become a 
id letter in the city, enforced. The 
Avt and Literature Committee main- 
tuins study-classes in different lines 
of work. The Home Committee 
just now taking steps which look to the 
establishment of a training-school 
servants, anil a registration and graded 
table of wi for the same; while 
the Reform and Philanthropy Com- 
mittees have won an enviable place 
before the public by the efficient way in 
ich they have taken hold of some 
needed reforms. For instance, it was 

‘certained that sevea hundred girls and 
women Were sent monthly, by ‘day and 
by night, to the jails and polic e stations 
of the city, in charge wholly of men, 
the employees often of political cliques

and rings, and wholly unfit for such 
charge. In these jails and police sta- | 
tions the moral, as well as physical 
conditions were found to be often the 
very worst. ‘The committee set them- 
selves the task of remedying these 
evils. Of course they were opposed 
aud thwarted, wherever possible, by 
the ring politicians, who did not wish 


their rule interfered with, especially by 


women. But they have succeeded in 
putting a day and a night matron into 
each of the jails where women are 


confined, and into four police stations, 
with a city enactment that all women 
ud girl culprits shall be sent to these. 
Chen they learned that the moral 
and physical conditions at the County 
Tusane Asylum were not at all superior 
to those of the jails and police-stations, 
but were such as ought to bring dis- 
crace upon those having it in charge. 
While the public appropriations for its 
support were ample for the necessities 
und comforts of the inmates, one-half 
{ them were afflicted with scurvy from

insufficient and unwholesome — food- 
pplies; ant the provision made for 
uvendance, medical and otherwise, 


0 the women patients was simply 
uninable. The Committees 
for reform—of course in 
face of bitter opposition on the part 
of those in power. They agitated the 
ject throush the public press; they 
petitioned county officials; and finally 
they carried their protests and petitions 
to the State authority by memorializing

Sreriron 1.—The financial year shall be- 
gin on the first day of March, and end on 
| the last day of February. 


Srer. 2.—No money (except State taxes 
and principal and interest of legally author- 
jized ‘Town Notes,) shall be paid by the 
Pown Treasurer without a written or printed 
warrant for the same, signed by a majority 
of the Selectmen.

TAXES, 


Srerion 1.—All taxes shall be assessed 
and committed tu the Collector or Collectors 
on or before the fifteenth dav of August in 
each year, excepting inthe year in which 
anew valuation shall be taken, then as 
soon as may be; and the tax bills shall be 
delivered by the Colleetor or Collectors, 
within sixteen days after such commitments.
